It  has  taken  four  month.4 
to  bring  about  the  current 
conference  on  Poland,  which 
was  decided  u{K>n  at  the  Feb- 
ruary merling  of  the  Big 
Three  at  Yalta.  Agreement 
was  reai’hed  there  that  the 
Polish  Provisional  Govern- 
ment backed  by  Ru.ssia 
.should  be  reorgamml  on  a 
broader  democratic  basis 
with  the  indu.slon  of  demo- 
cratic leaders  from  Poland 
itself  and  from  abroad  Once 
this  was  achieved.  11  would 
be  called  the  PolLsh  Provi- 
sional Government  of  Na- 
tional Unity  and  be  pledged 
to  hold  free  elections.  It  al.so 
would  be  recognized  by  the 
Big  Three  powers 
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/ Wenchow,  former  treaty 
port.
